section, it [shalHlbe] is a violation of the Liquor Control Act
for any person licensed pursuant to the provisions of the Liquor
Control Act or for any employee, agent or lessee of that person

knowingly to employ or use the service of any minor in the sale
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and service of alcoholic beverages.

B. A person holding a dispenser"s., restaurant or

club license may employ persons nineteen years of age or older

to serve alcoholic beverages that will be consumed with meals on

the premises."”
